DECISION OF GOV. DIX IN 
THE 


FOSTER CA&JS. 


Qov. Dix has written i\ letter to RCT. Dr. 


Tyng, decliniDg lo interpose tho executive 
authority in the case of Toiler, under sen- 
tence of death for the murder of Avery D. 
Putnam, nearly two years n^o, nnd stating 
the circumstances aud considerations on 
which his decisiiui Is founded. 
A large 


portioa of the letter is devoted to a review 
of the murder, the trial, p.ud 
efforts made 


to obtain from higher courts, including that 
of lue last resort, n rchuiirnal of the decision 
of the lower eyuri, nij'.l thou the Governor 
says; The ([iiestion presented lo me is, 
whether 1 shnU interpose tlie executive au- 
thority of the Stilts, and cuinmule the pan- 
u!ty of dealli, which the iuw awards to the 
murderer, for imprisonment for life. In 
support of the application, it is urged that 
the venliel was iv; cum turn icd with a recom- 
mendation !o mercy, nnd that H is tlie dutv 
of the executive lo consider one us n part 
of the other, tho ver.iict and accompanying 
recommeudalion, together with the Btate- 
inenls and affidavits of a large majority of 
the jurors, declaring some cf thuir number 
did not boliere Foster intended to kill Put- 
dam ; that they thought imprisonment for 
Hfo as great a punishment as lie deserved, 
and that they would not have agreed to ren- 
der a verdict of murder in the first degree if 
they bad not been assured by one of tbeir 
associates, who professed lo have knowledge 
of the law, that a verdict coupled with a 
recommendation, would ensure commuta- 
tion cf the sentence, Tue Governor states 
It has beeu a source of great anxiety to him, 
iu coming to a right decision, hut adds ; 
"The precedent of admitting after revela- 
tions of the jury room, for the purpose of 
annulling verdicts rendered as true under 
the solemnity ol a:i oath, would be periloua 
in any condition of society, aud In the 
present detiaute reign of ciime, such a pre- 
cedent 
would 
l)Q 
fraught with 
infinite 


danger to the public order. 
Willi a firm 


conviction that there was no error in tho 
ruling of the' Judge at the trial, nnd that 
the evidence hilly warranted Pae jury in 
rendering a verdict of guilty of murder in 
the first degree, there is nothing in the cnse 
which can justly commend it to executive 
clemency, and hccanmt interpose to miti- 
gate the punishment. 
If he did disregard 


the evidence and judgment of the courts 
the inevitable effect would be to impair tbe 
force of judicial decisions, and 'jieak down 
tbe barriers which the law has set up lor 
the protection of human life. So far as 
depua'lg on me, the supreoiacy of the law 
will be inflexibly maintained. Every man 
who strikes a nuiuk'rous Ulow at the life of 
lu's fellow, must be made to foci his own is 
in certain peril. If we cannot, by firmness 
of purpose attain this enrl.we may are forced

Milkiug ami flrainiufj tho Milk is done ul 
OD(J operation ; lliu nnMunaul wi!h her tin 
pail, linen slnilnor, nod sc.i-Bhell, proceeds 
to die pasture ; seating hcrsolf besido her 
cow, 
sho thus completes her iirrangomcDts ; 


tho linen strainer is securely lied over the 
narrow-mouthed tin bucket, and placing the 
largo shallow shell on tho strainer, she vig- 
orously direct? the streams into the shell; 
overflowing the shallow brim,tho milk pass- 
es through liie elniiner into the receptacle 
beneath; the shell being used simply to pre- 
vent wealing n hole in the liuen strainer.

Mid: To use milk only for making butter in 
the way it is now generally done, is just as 
wasteful as it would he to slaughter a fat ox, 
and strip from his Bides as much of tho 
fat »s conld bo readily separated, and then 
to throw the carcass to the pigs. 
You 


may ihink this an extravagant comparison, 
but 1 appeal to tho considerate reflection of 
you all for its justness. 
We object to con- 


verting grain into alcohol because of the at- 
tendant waste of food. 
I will not com- 


pare'butter with Alcohol, but in its manu- 
facture is tho waste any less 1 Milk is not 
only the best animal food, but is very much 
cheaper than meat. 
It contains as aa av- 


erage, 18 per cent, of solid nutriment and 
meat. A quart of milk can be produced 
and sold at less than one half the cost of a 
pound of meat. It is thercfoie flic cheap- 
er. Its equal healtbfulncss will hardly be 
questioned. That it is perfectly adapt- 
ed 
to 
the 
UPC 
of 
infants 
and 


children is a fact tor) well established 
to need any confirmation, and when it has 
been deprived of a part of its waler, i. e. 
condensed, it h equally good tor adults. 
This is now done on a largo scale, at u 
small cosl, and the only obstacle in the 
way of bringing condensed milk into gener- 
al use as a substitute for butter and cheese 
and other animal food, is the great cost of 
apparatus for doing it. 
That tbe perisha- 


ble nature of its water evaporated on a 
scale commensurate with the capacity of 
factories and daries, is possible and even 
probable, and hence I point you to the use 
of condensed milk as likely in the future 
to modify our export trade and tbe cheese 
interest not only, but the whole business 
of dairy husbandry.
